iBuilding Requirements Sought 


As Means to Protect Valu- 
able Property 


With it unanimously decided by 
the property owners 
that strict residential zoning for 
Euclid avenue is a desir- 
able measure, 
‘ing made to place a restriction on 
the value of the buildings that 
‘may come in the future, further 


steps were under way today to in- | 


crease the fame of Euclid avenue 
as a thoroughfare of homes. 

A petition was being circulated 
in an effort to bring about the re- 
striction that only houses of the 
better construction and size could 
be built in the district. 

The suggested zoning measure 
specifies that houses must be built 
at least 75 feet from the front 
property line and not closer than 
20 feet from the side property line.

SHOWS INCREASE 


September Busy Month fer 
Staff; Total of 13,106 Books 
in Library 








land public library for September 
show an increase over the same 
|month of last year of 356, accord- 
‘ing to a statement made by Mrs. 
F. H. Manker, librarian. ‘This is 
encouraging to the library staff. 
And of course an increase in cir- 
culation means an increase of over 
|due notices to send—44 having 
been sent out during September, a 
cost to the library fund of $2.20.” 


Six books were borrowed from 
i the state library the last month, 
78 telephone calls made to as many 
borrowers to notify them that cer- 
tain books were waiting for them. 
'Only 71 books were mended and 
'32 rebound. Fifteen books were 
| worn out or lost and 134 were ac- 
| cessioned, leaving a total of 13,106 , 
books in circulation or on the li- 
‘brary shelves. 


But three borrowers were with 
|drawn last month, while 46 were 
added, making 3072 borrowers in 
good standing. A total of.114 cit- 
;izens of Upland took advantage of 
reading at the library on Sundays. 
i It was with real pleasure tha‘ 
the library staff learned this week 
of the appointment of Miss Mabel 
Gillis as state librarian, taking the 
place of Milton G. Ferguson, who 
resigned some time since to act as 
librarian for Brooklyn library. 
Miss Gillis is the daughter of 
| James Gillis, formerly state librar- 
ian, and she has been in the library 
i for over twenty years, part of that 
time acting as librarian when Mr. 
|Ferguson was in Africa doing 
'some special work for the Ameri- 
can Library association. For many 
‘years Miss Gillis has been assist- 
ant librarian and so has a very 
clear working knowledge of the 
California state library, and a very 
personal feeling of pride in her re- 
'lations with the public of Cali- 
fornia. She has a special interest 
| in blind readers and has done much 
good work for them.

| Constitutional amendments on 
the ballot at the general elect- 
ion, Nov, 4, appear to many as 
a mass of words, but Wiley W.

ter submitted to it for decision. 
Accordingly I will refrain from 
saying several things I would 
like to point out with empha- 
sis. sut there can be no im- 
propriety in saying that, in this 
case one or more highly paid, 
and highly competent, expert 
representatives of the company 
spent a year or more in pre- 
paring their case.
